' it ; Now we have before ſhewnin many Inſtances, tha 
the Doctrines of the Church of Rome are inconſiſtent with, 
and contraxy..to the Holy Scripture ; it therefore cannot 
be the true Church, but muſt be a very corrupt one. 

2. What have you to conclude from this Account 
you have given of the Church vt Rome ? | 
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A. I have two Conclufions to draw from it. 

The 1½ is, That they are very unhappy who have 
been educated in That Church; for a Religion ſo cor+ 
rupted muſt endanger their Salvation. | 

2dly, That the Proteſtant Religion is the moſt antient; 
becauſe the Chriſtian Religion came pure out of the 
Hands of Chriſt and his Apoſtles, and all that the Pro- 
teſtants have done, is to reſtore it to its firſt Purity, by 


purging and refining it from that Dro/s which the Church 
of Rome had mixed with it. 


92. What think you then of thoſe who ſeparate from 


the Church of Rome; may they do it lawfully ? 

A. They not only may, but are indi/pen/ably obliged to 
do fo ; leſt by joining in their 7dolatreus Worſhip, and 
Sinful Practites, they bring on them the Fudoments of 
God ; they ſhould app to themſelves that Commandment 
of the Lord; Come out from among them, and be ye ſepa 
rate, and touch not the unclean Thing ; and I will receive 
you, and yeſhall be my Sons and my Daughters, ſaith the 
Lord Almighty, 2-Cor. vi. 17.18. 

. If fo, what is your Defign ? 

My Defign, with the Help of God, is to live and 
die in the Proteſtant Faith, as it is contained in the whole- 
ſome Word, of God, and for no Worldly Confideration 
whatever to ſubmit to the Sinful Doctrines and Practices 
off the Church of Rome; and I beſeech my God to give 
me his Grace, that I may make a Publick and Conſtant 
Profeſſion of the True Religion, and add to it the Prefice 
of a Godly, Rightegus, and Sober Life, 
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
